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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, Applicant argued that "Kinsman does not 
disclose an electrical cun-ent isolation slot wherein at least a part of the electrical current isolation slot is coextensive with nnaterial of the 
dielectnc film... the electrical current isolation slots of the present invention... are at least partially coextensive with the dielectric 
material... in other words the dielectric material at least partially covers the electrical current isolation slots." However, Kinsman disctsoes 
that at least a part of the electric current isolation slot (50) is coextensive with material of the dielectric film (30) and a surface providing at 
least one electrical landing area (80) (For Example: See Figure 1). Additionally, there is nothing disclosed in the claims that states that 
"the dielectric material at least partially covers the electrical current isolation slot. Second, Applicant argued that "Dickey includes a 
dielectric film layer but not an electrically conductive layer... the longitidinal slot whether it is considered to be element 44 or 46...cannot be 
a longitudinal slot fonmed through the conductor." There is nothing disclosed In the claims about it being formed through a conductor. 
Finally, Applicant argued that "the Examiner has stated that the motivation to combine Dickey with Kinsman is because the longitudinal 
slot... aids in providing spacing and/or seperation...the longitudinal slot in the present invention is to provide access to bonding pads on 
the semiconductor die, which is apparent from the specification" However, the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage 
which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would 
othenvise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58. 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 
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
